gent artisan and mechanic to help the

This habit of labor unions of dictating 
to the employer whom he shall employ 
and whom he shall not employ, and 
requiring him to pay the same rates to 
every member of the union employed 
by him, regardless of the difference 
existing in their capabilities, is one of 
the great mistakes which organized 
labor is making, and one, the result of 


which must work more or less to their | tropica 


disadvantage, as well as to the injury 
of the capitalist. 

But in spite of ali the conflicting 
causes which create these occasional 
disturbances between labor and capital, 
there never was a period in the world’s 
history when the outlook for the labor - 
ing classes was so bright as it is 
today. Capital has made numerous 
concessions to the demands of em- 
ployés, apd, in numerous_ instances, 
it has evinced a thoughtfulness 
and a willingness to befriend them 
that is an encouragement for the 
future of labor in this country. 
The aristocrat and the serf are not the 
products of free American soil. The 
sentiment that would nourish either 
will have to be imported. The dignity 
of labor is here recognized in the fullest 
sense, and just so long as labor respects 
itself and makes no uncalled-for and 
unjust assaults upon capital, and seeks 
to create no false issues, just so long 
will the rights of labor be regarded and 
protected. Occasional wrongs may and 
will exist, but through generous and 
friendly arbitration these wrongs may 
be righted and the necessity for conflict 
will gradually cease. 

The Socialist and the Anarchist are 
not the true friends of the poor man, 
and labor will never be benefited by 
taking heed to their counsels. They 
are at war with the best interests of 
humanity everywhere and are danger- 
ous counselors. The honest, intelli- 
gent laborer has his destiny in his own 
hands, and he is wise if he does not 
give it into any other man’s keeping.
